On the fateful day when America deciced to draw the 
eword and throw in her lot with the allied nations, the leaders 


of the British people went to St. Paul's and joined in a Te Deum 


for an act which heralded victory. Last Tuesday, the great 
Cathi | was again the gathering-place of our leaders. But 
they had come to utter a fervent prayer for universal peace. 
Representatives of all political parties, municipal dignitaries, 
the heads of every section of the Church, the Ambassadors of 
foreizn nations, knelt in supplication for the success of the 
coming Disarmament Conference. Even the French and 
Gorman Ambassadors—delegates of the two Powers whose 
éhro! enmity holds the world at the mercy of the war 
terror and is responsible for most of its ills—knelt side by side. 
lt w an impressive assembly and an impressive moment, 
both wking the long and rocky road which the world has 
travellcd since that day of exaltation which sent our statesmen 


to the Cathedral to give thanks for American intervention, 
They mark, too, the dire urgency of the international differences 
whieh are hurrying us all, no one knows whither. 

The nations are confronted to-day by two grim spectres— 
the financ-al, and the political or military. .Attention is, for the 
most part, concentrated on the financial, because its menace 1s 
the more imminent. But, in reality, it is the military anil 
political peril which is the graver, because once that were exorcised 
the other visitation would vanish with it. If national animosities 
could be appeased, if-a rational treaty system could be insti uted, 
If the crushing and terrifying burden of armaments could be 


reduce |, the world wou'd soon take the road to. convalescence 
from its economie disease, But the rationalisation of treaties 
and the allaying of international enmities need time and infinite 
baticnce. "The reduction of armaments also demands patience, 
bu more nearly within the range of the attainable. if that

We have referred could be attacked with some hope of success. 
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The task of Disarmament brooks no delay, for in the 
present parlous conditions the world is hastening to a new 
Armageddon, more crucl, more deadly than the last, an 
Armageddon from which civilisation may never return. The 
ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBU RY, in the moving sermon which he 
delive red to the St. Paul's Congregation, mentioned that the 
World iS spending no less than £2 000,000 a day on armaments. 
We, in this country, are squandering on the same mad and 
futile purpose the staggering sum of £200 a minute. And all 
the while more than twe nty million men and women are without 
eccupation, hungry armies of unemployed tramp the streets of 
more than one capital, and the peoples writhe in the agonising 
grip of an economic crisis from which they SOOM powerless Lo 
escape. Yet, those colossal sums mentioned by the ARCHBISHOP 
id, if diverted from the arsenals of death to the was 3 of peace, 
transform the whole economic sfuation, while hifting a brood- 
ing terror from the minds of men and setting them free for 
sane, constructive courses. The world cannot go on along its 
present insensate lines. It cannot continue to give the lie, in 
this brazen manner, to its professions of peace. It cannot pour 
s substance in preparation for a war which it might, in 
any case, be too enfeeb'ed to wage when “the day” came. 
Civilisation must either disarm or disappear. The call is not 
on'y to prayer, but to. reason, merey, the instinct of self-

We-do not under-rate the difficulties which will face that 
momentous gethering. They are formidable difficulties, but 
they can bo resolved, if only the men of. understanding and 
gocd wilh so demand.” To that end a great campaign of popular 
eniigntenment should be launched forthwith. Publie 
wih th ist resort, LOVeTHS policies, should he influenced 


by an explanati nol the consequences which would follow the 
return of the international representatives from Geneva, empty- 
handed. They would be calamitous consequences. Failure to 
disarm would be a formal proc!amation to the suffering nations 
that their prob'ems are insoluble. Similar failures before now, 
as dip'omatic history shows, have proved the preludes to 
disaster. In the present emergency the result would be a 
deepening of despair, perhaps an increase of armaments, 
attended by ever-widening:and more acute distress. Germany 
might well withdraw from the League of Nations on the justi- 
fied plea that the other. nations had violated their treaty 
promise to disarm. She might even turn to her Soviet neigh- 
bour for comfort and assistance, even as, ina moment of stress 


during the war, she gave LENIN, a safe conduct into Russia, 


there to precipitate the Bolshevik revolution. France’s Eastern 
a'lies would become involved, and seek relief: from its 
massed tortures in some frenzied act, one knows not what. 
These may seem fantastic and panic-stricken imaginings. 
Bat the Great War has taught us to count nothing impossible 
when nerves are rattle land the military means of escape are 
realy to hand. Those towering military preparations must be 
removed or reduced. We must disarm! 

To Jews this need is clamant,; imperious. Scattered 
about among the people:, without a collective voice or the 
material means of defence, they are always the prime and pre- 
destined scapegoat of an international clash. Think of their 
plight during and after the Great War. That unparalleled 
eitastrophe did not merely bring them, in large numbers, into 
opposing armies, with the inevitable harvest of wounds and 
death. It brought them also the Grand Duke Nicholas’ 
forcible removal of vast numbers from their homes into the 
Russian interior, with all the untold misery that step entailed. 
It bequeathed them a Russian Jewry broken in body and soul by 
massacre and religious oppression; a Chauvinism, strident and 
eruel, which is harrying the Jews of Poland and is a growing 
menace to their brethren in Germany and elsewhere; and an 
economic erisis Which has impoverished the race in all lands 
and called a halt to every progressive movement, social, religious, 
political. Another war would aggravate those results beyond all 
powers of forecast or imagining. It would deliver our helpless 
people into the power of hostile forces already infuriated by 
suspic'on and the old antagonism now sharpened by distress, 
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One trembles to think how Jewry would come out of a new 
conflagration, if it came out of it at all! 

Does not all this, or even half this, carry with it aloud and 
challenging call to every Jew to be up and doing, so that, in so 
far as he can contrive, the Disarmament Conference shall not 
fail? The Cuter RABBI has more than once uttered a stirring 
ndmonition to his brethren in this grave matter. Let the clarion 
call come again. The Synagogue, too, has a message to send 
as well as the Cathedral. Every Jewish body in our midst, 
with a right to be heard, must speak. We are the immemorial 
pioneers of world peace. By that title, and in the spirit of our 
great Prophets, we are called upon to take part in disarmament 
demonstrations and even to summon them ourselves. We can 
claim to lead. It would be the vindication of our survival and 
our mission. All our teachings and traditions, everything 


which our peop'e hold dear, in the spiritual no less than the . 


material sphere, is engaged and at stake in this fateful hour.

The idea is not of vesterday or the day 
before; it bas long been in the minds of reformers of Jews’ College 
to make our only theological seminary more closely akin toa college 
as we understand the term in this country; and to this end the 
establishment of a residential side of Jews’ College seemed a neces- 
sary step. At the present moment only some five or six students 
are in residence, out of a total of thirty or forty. This proportion 
may be larger than it appears when it is remembered that many of 
the students hail from the Metropolis and reside with their parents. 


But it seems a terribly large outlay of money and an 
enormously large house for a few students. However, we mst 
wait events before further commenting on this project which owes 
its realisation to consistent toil and undaunted faith on the part of 
Mr. Japhet and his colleagues. One thing, however, struck the 
assembly as strange ; the attendance at the function of the students 
themselves was limited to the few residents, and all the embryonic 
religious guides in Jews’ College were absent. To evince so little 
interest in an event of such importance in the life of one’s college 
does not betoken a spirit of collegiate loyalty such as we expect 
from students of theology. When one remembers how the inner 
life and amenities and bodily comforts of the student have been the 
concern of a band of enthusiastic and self-sacrificing ladies for some 
years, it seems just a little strange that appreciation should show 
itselfin thisform. Whatever the cause of their absence, something 
is wrong.

HEN this proposal was broached at the Deputies it elicited 
indignant opposition on the ground that the community did 
not want to reveal how many criminals or paupers it possessed, 


Statistics, to these opponents, suggested nothing but “’orrid” and 
gloomy revelations. Their pained attitude could be summed up, 
after the manner of a famous politician now retired, in the poet's 
line: “Tell Me Not In Mournful Numbers!” It is reminiscent ofa 
comparison cited millions of times (note the touch of Jewish hyper- 
bole, which will not be denied !)—the example of the much-quoted 
ostrich, who is supposed to bury his head in the sand, on tha 
assumption that if he does not see the enemy the anemy will not 
see him. If there are too many Jewish criminals, will our enemies 
wait for Jewish statisticians to tell them so?. I suppose ostriches 
do really hide their heads in the sand—so many people have said so 

but, if they do, that is no reason why humans should follow their 
Billy example ! 

On the contrary, there are many statistical enquiries which are 
urgent and leng overdue. Without such investigation thcre can be 
no sound basis for that reform cf cur organisation which is bound 
toc meif we are to face an uncertain future with any measure of 
assurance. Let me-give a few examples: 

The “economic blizzard” which has smitten the world hag 
severely shaken charitable institutions, both here and -abroad. 
iesources must be heavily depleted, and the cry of “ Give, Give!’ 
will be heard with increasing insistence. But before that cry is 
nuswered is it unreasonable that donors should call for closer 
details of expenditure ? 

WOULD like to see an estimate made of the total sums spent on 

our institutions and charities; and an analysis of the figures 
compiled so as to show where over-lapping may exist, and what 
apparent duplication could be dispensed with. Is there nothing in 
the separate organisations of Sephardim and Ashkenazim that 
should be renounced, by now, as anachronisms, ard perhaps costly 
anachrouisms 2?

Great Britain 1efuses to take a religious census, this time 
hecause of the Nonconformist distrust of such numbering:. Is it 
really quite beyond the bounds of possibility for Jews to census 
themselves? I wonder! 

HAT are the occupations in which Jews engage ?—some foold 

and ignoramuses still use the phrase “as rich as a Jew.” . 

What is the truth about Jews in the banking world ?—mis-informa- 
tion here is perceptible, and growing ominously. How far has the 
canker of intermarriage, fed by example and cynical indifference in 
high places, eaten into the Jewish body politic—if exact statistics are 
not obtainable, is it impossible to gain some approximation to the 
truth? How has the geographical distribution of the community 
changed? . » . What trades are over-staffed by Jews, and what 
professions? « «+ + What is the real economic status of British 
Jewry? . ». » How many of them are members of a synagogue, 
and what are the attendances at Jewish places of wership? Some 
years ago, a London daily paper took a census at places of worship 
in the metropolis, with results that were highly illuminating. I 
suggest that we Jews might well make a start with this work af 
the Synagogues and Chebras. 

If merely the facts as to our numbers and economic status 
could be ascertained, they would make an informative and much. 
needed address over the wireless. 

But, in any case, until the above and simil:r matters are 
elucidatcd, in a word, until we know ourselves, it is idle to talk of 
re-organisation or of tackling our own “problems” at all. The 
sine qua non of any scientific and intelligent action is inquiry. ‘0 
let us cast aside all idle prejudice against statistics and statistical 
investigations.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


PAPER BY THE CHIEF RABBL 

Tributes to the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire for the potent 
part which he took in defeating the Calendar Reform Proposal, 
were paid at the Annual General Meeting of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England, held on Wednesday evening in the Mocatta 
Library, University College, Gower Street, W.C.1. 

Mr. Gustave Tuck, the President, presided over a large and 
distinguished audience. 

The PresipENt said that they were passing through abnormal 
times, both in the country and in theirown Community; and it was 
only natural that their communal work should be affected by the 
general condition of things. The Jewish Historical Society was not 
a charity; it was an educational body, and its objects were educa- 
tional. It was in ties lke the present that they must emphasise 
the importance of the things of the mind and impress upon their 
Community that the need was greater than ever to keep alight the 
torch of Jewish learning. Within the last few years, the member- 
ship of their Society had increased. Their llonorary Secretary, Mr. 
Rich, had been a powerful influence in effecting this achievement. 
To-day, unfortunately, they were confronted wit) the danger of a 
decreasing membership; death had taken away come of their 
friends, and others, seeking about for means to effect economies, 
had allowed their membership to lapse. He hoped that wiser 
counsels would prevail and that under no circumstances 
would they allow the cause of historical research to languish. He 
appealed to the Community to maintain the work of their Society 
at its high level and to help them in every possible way to keep their 
traditions. During the past year they had published the first 
volume of the “ Starrs” projected by the late Israci Abrahams and 
Dr. Stokes, and edited by Mr. Herbert Loewe, ‘They had also a 
volume of * Transactions" in the Press, and within the next few 
weeks hoped to issue that to their members. This year, for the 
first time, the Arthur Davis lecture, which was given under the 
auspices of the Society, was not issued to the public. They felt that 
a volume which was sold at 1s. 6d. would find many purchrsers, and 
that the Society might be relieved of the expense of issuing it free 
to members. The Society honoured the memory of its first Presi-. 
dent, Lucien Wolf, by erecting a Memorial Stone at Willesden with 
an inscription testifying to his great labours on behalf of the cause 
of Jewish Historical Research. A good friend of the Society had 
passed away during the year in the person of Canon Stokes. That 
distinguished Christian scholar had identified himself with their 
work for many years and his studies in Anglo-Jewish History which 
the Society published some years ago, revealed him not alone as a 
diligent scholar, but as 

A GREAT LOVER OF THE JEWISH PEOPLE. 

He was a man of charming personality, who endeared himself 
to all who knew him. He had. been their President and; 
during his term of office, proved himself a worthy o-cupant 
of that position. The work of the Mocatta Library was still 
progressing. Had the world crisis not occurred, they would 
have been able to report greater progress, but no efforts were being 
spared to achieve their aim and to have in. University College, 
London, a library, a museum and a lecture hall, commensurate with 
the aims and dignity of their Society. They had already over 
£38,500, besides the promise of £3,000 from the University College, 
towards the cost of this project, and when the times were propitious 
they would collect the amount still remaining. He was sorry to 
announce that their Society was losing the services of their 
Honorary Secretary, Mr J. M. Rich, who had held that position for 
some years and bad devoted himself whole-heartedly to the work of 
their Society. He was taking up an important position in the Com. 
munity which would prevent him from giving his time to them as 
Honorary Secretary. He would, however, remain a member of the 
Council and continue to place his experience aud knowledge at their 
disposal. They wished him success in his new labours and looked 
forward to his crowning his already successful creer with even 
greater success in the future. 

In conclusion, Mr. Tuck referred to the address which the 
Chief Rabbi was about to deliver on the story of the struggle for tha 
Calendar at Geneva. The great work which Dr. Hertz carried on 
for many months in order to avert what might have been a 
catastrophe to Judaism and Jewish observance had the Calendar 
alterations triumphed at Geneva, said Mr. Tuck, was work whieh 
would remain a permanent testimony to h's zeal for his faith and

Their brethren in Hampstead, Brondesbury 
and Cricklewood seemed always to forget the address of the 
Institute. As a rule they sent their gifts and cheques to the 
rich congregations, but they sadly neglected the poorer sister. 
Families coming from Mile End or Dalston discovered thaf 
they had. brought a few Hebrew books which did not match the 
new furniture, so they sent those books to them. If such books 
happened to be in good condition they were scent somewhere else. 
* Knowing the psychology of these people,” said Mr. Tessel, “ we are 
not surprised to see them always pushing themselves among what 
is called the aristocracy, making an effort to forget their Yiddish 
and taking care not to be reminded of Talmud Torahs, Yeshibot, 
Zionism, and so forth. . . . We are disappointed, but not dis- 
heartened.” Mr. Tessel strongly advocated the opening of Jewish 
Kindergartens and Secon lary Schools wherever needed, and spoke of 
the need of a Secondary School at their Institute because a Kinder- 
garten which they already had, could give the child only an 
elementary knowledge of Hebrew, whereas a Secondary School 
could turn out boys at the age of sixteen with a good knowledge 
of the language.

ANNUAL DINNER. 


“The Tew’'s Zeal for Righteousness.” 


LORD MOYNIHAN’S TRIBUTE. 

The prospects of Anglo-Jewry's contributing leading scientists 
in the sphere of medicine, such as the great Jewish medical 
scientists on the Continent whose names were world-famous, Was 
discussed at the Annual Dinner of the London Jewish Hosp tal 
Medical Society, held on Thursday in last week at the Trocadero 
Restaurant, Piccadilly. Dr. Matrice Sorspy, M.D., F.RCLS., the 
President of the Society, presided. The toast of the Rt. Hon. Lord 
Moynihan of Leeds, K.C.M.G., the guest of honour, was proposed by 
Mr. H. S. SouTTrAR. 

Lord MOYNIHAN said that the intrusion of the Jew into the 
scientific professions had been a matter of gregt interest to him. 
For, after all, the striking thing about the Jew was not so much his 
zest for knowledge as his zeal for righteousness, and when that zeal 
for righteousness was carried out, as it had been by many Jews of 
quite first rank in medicine and surgery, it had given to their 
practice akind of intellectual integrity that he thought was definitely 
flawless and quite distinctive. 

Viscount Erieicn, K.C., proposed the toast of ~ The London 
Jewish Hospital.” After declaring that he was proud to be a Jew 
and to be associated that evening with the Jewish Hospital Medical 
Society, said that since he had been asked to propose that toast he 
had had the good fortune of being shown over the Jewish Hospital 
and of seeing the good work being done there. One was led to 
wonder sometimes why it was that with increasing frequency Jews 
were led to the pursuit of arts and sciences. To those who 
had chosen the practice of. the science of medicine or of 
surgery a special ‘debt of thanks was due from the members 
of the Community who were served by the Hospital. They 
had their reward partly in the experience which they gained from the 
services to the Hospital and partly in the heartfelt gratitude of those 
whom it was their privilege and pride to serve in their daily labours. 

Dr. A. GOODMAN Levy said that thera was no very int mate bond 
between the Hospital and the Society, beyond that of shar-ng a 
name and some insufficient accommodation. The Council of the 
Hospital regarded the Society as a sort of intellectual adjunct which 
could only be beneficial tothe reputation of the Hospital; but they 
hither{o had had no personal contact with the Society, and it was 
an happy idea to invite the members of the Council to meet the 
members of the Society under such pleasant conditions, a privilege 
which he knew they appreciated very much. The work of the 
Hospital was well known; it spoke for itself. There was, how- 
ever, one aspect of the Hospital which possesses considerable 
interest, and that was the academic aspect, of which that Society 
was an important factor. Ii was remarkable that English Jews 
had so far failed to attain that degree of fame in medicine 
achieved by their continental brethren. They had no famous men 
to compare with such eminent doctors as Colnheim, Ehrlich, 
Politzer, Nidal, Wasserman, Israel, Schiff, Haffkine, Bessedka, Freud, 
Voronoff, Landsteiner and Baginsky. Had this state of affairs 
been due to the lack, until recent years, of a Jewish Hospital? He 
was not sufficiently conversant with affairs on th: Continent to 
express a definite opinion, but it was conceivable that such might 
be, in part at least, the cause. The Jewish Hospital was already 
nffording valuable assistance in this direction. Next vear a course 
of post-graduate lectures would be commenced at the Hospita!, and 
these would be readily accessible to the many busy practitioners of the 
neighbourhood. They had already found evidence of clinical research 
in their Hospital, in papers read before their own medical society 
nnd others published in the mod cal journals, but he was afraid that 
they must await the provision of a suitab!e pathological department 
before they cou'd see much development in that branch of activity. 
He thought from what he had said it would be agreed that the 
Hospital presented an academic and professional aspect of con. 
siderable importance and _ interest to their Community. 
The Council had already acquired an additional site at the back of 
the present building, sufficient to accommodate a further 100 beds 
(making 200 beds in all), and among other things, to provide a 
buitable centre for the development of medical thought and medical 
science by Jewish medical men. 

The toast of “ The Visitors” was proposed by Dr. JuLIus Burn. 
FoRD, M.B., M.R.C.P., and responded to by Professor H. Levy. Mr. P. 
Horow!TZ, B.Sc., proposed the toast of “The Society and its Chairman.” 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, said that when they started the 
Society, about four years ago, there were misgivings in the hearts of 
some about its ultimate success. They had survived and achieved 
success largely as the result of the energy and efforts of Dr. A. 
Goodman Levy, the first President, and Dr. Burnford and Dr. 
Mandel, the succeeding Presidents assisted by the Committee. He 
appealed for increased membership for the Society and said that he 

hoped that during his Presidency they would succeed in inaugurat- 
ing a lectureship, on the lines indicated by Dr. Levy, in order to 
stimulate research at the London Jewish Hospital.

LECTURE BY PROFESSOR J. Lb. MYRES. 

ropheey and History in the Sixth Century B.C.E.” was the 
tile of a lecture delivered to the Union of Jewish Literary Societies 
at Jows’ College on Sunday last by Professor J. Myres, 
OB. MLA. (Wykeham Professor of Ancient History at Oxford), 
Lord ROTHSCHILD, F.R.S., presided.

THE SLAVONIC JOSEPHUS. 


Most of us who love scientific works tale an occasional impish 
delight in following an intellectual bout between two doughty 
protagonists; and all svc book lovers will turn with pleasure to 
Dr. Solomon Zeitlin's “ JosErnvs ON Jesus, with particular reference 
to the SLAVONIC JOSEPHUS AND Tor Heprew Josivpon (The Dropsie 
College for Hebrew and Cognate Learning, Philadelphia, 1931), in 
which they’ will be cegaled with an introduction to the Zeitlin-Eisler 
controversy that featured in the pages of the JPWIstl QUARTERLY 
REVIEW last year, but with some additional material bezring on the 
subject. 

The controversy centres round the Christian passages in the 
Slavonic version of Josephus, first published in 1886, from Manu. 
scripts found in Russian Libraries. Here is not the place toe -ter into 
the details of the controversy ct to attempt to reproduce the 
charges and countercharges made by cach party to the discussion. 
For the general reader it may probably be best to recall the well- 
known passage which occurs in Bock XVIII of the “ Antiquities,’ ta 
which is recounted the crucifixion of Jesus underPilate. ‘Thispassage, 
which Eusebius (third century) is the first to quote in his History of 
the Church, has since the sixteenth century been regarded as 
spurious. This brings us to the point of interest aroused by the 
Slavonic version. Its importance lies in the Christological passages 
found therein, which do not occur in the ordinary text of Josephus. 
How is their origin to be accounted for? Here we stand on the 
battle-ground of the two scholars. Eisler maintains that Joseplus in 
addition to his Greek work “ The Jewish War,’ which ho specially 
prepared for his Roman patrons, wrote au independent account 
entiticd “ Halosis” (“Capture of Jerusalem") in Hebrew for the 
Jews, to which he added many Christian passages. This Hebrew 
version, he further holds, was later translated into Greck and from 
the Greek into Russian. 

Zeitlin disputes with energy Lisler’s theory. As a result 
of a visit he made to Russia with the express purpose of examining the 
manuscripts that lie scattered throughoutthe Libraries, he has arrived 
at the conclusion that the Greek version from which the Slavonic 
was made is a compilation probably of the seventh or cighth 
century based on the Latin Hegesippus and the Hebrew Josippon 
(both free parapbrases of the original Josephus and to be dated, in 
his view, in the fourth or fifth century). This Greek version was 
in turn translated, some time in the twelfth or thirteonth century, 
into Russian, apparently by a converted Jew whois to be held 
responsible for the number of interpolations into the text of 
Christian passoges. Allthis is interesting. No one studying the 
book will deny that the author proves himself redoubtable alike 
in attack and in defence. Yet, it is to be hoped that Dr. Zeitlin will 
not feel disappointed if, pending the publication of the manusoripts 
which alone will afford evidence in regard to conflicting claims on 
their behalf, the “jury” will suspend judgment and refuse to award 
him, despite his brilliance, the palm of victory. 


KAUFMANN KOHLER. 

“ STUDIES, ADDRESSES AND PersonAL Pavers published by the 
Alumni Association of the Hebrew Union College in memory of the 
late Dr. Kaufmann Kohler (The Bloch Publishing Co., Agent, 1931), 
is a bulky volume of 600 pages, covering a wide field. It may thus 
be best, regard being had to the natural limits of these columns. to 
convey merely a general impression of the book. 

It is, of course, impossible to think of Dr. Kohler apart from his 
passion and zeal for Reform Judaism; and the Orthodox reader 
must be prepared for some painful shocks in wading through the 
volume. Whether in the Stndies, or Addresses, or Personal Paper: 
there breathes the same.spirit of opposition to the historical aspect 
of Judaism. Following what might be called the Highest Critics, he 
den.cs in his study on “ The Sabbaths and Festivals" (pp. 86seqq.) 
their historical associations. The festivals are, “as a matter of 
fact,’ later adaptations of Canaanitish agricultural festivals observed 
till the age of King Josiah, when they became transformed, by 
what suddea process we are not told, into celebrations of historical 
significance. This critical view naturally colours his attitude t» 
Jewish National aspirations in his Address on- Zionism (pp. 
453seqq.); otherwise how account for statements such as 
these: “Neither would the hot temperature of Pulestine any 
longer offer a congenial and healthy soil to 
coming from the Northern clime ” (ip. 461); and: : 
it (Palestine) would simply become the dumping-ground of 
the unfortunate, the poor and the loss cultured” (p. 462). All of 
which serves to recall the saying of another American writer: “It 
ain't so much people's ignorance that does the harm. It’s their 

knowing so many things that ain't so.” Still, even on the critical 
side, the volume will well repay those who want to become acquainted 
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with the positive aspect of Reform Juda 6m as preached, {,)),.),;

t all Catholic teachers in the Middle Ages took up this 
Thomas Aquinas, for instance, whose influence was wie. 

His view was that 
Jews should be allowed to practise their religion unmolested because 
they were a standing witness to the truths of a portion at least of 
Christian teaching. He was opposed to conversion by force aud to 
depriving Jewish parents of their children of tender years in order 
_ that the latter might be baptised. St. Augustine notes as remark. 
that although most of the nations conquered by the Romans 
adopted the religion and manners of the conquerors, the Jews clung to 
the'r own way of life from which they could not be weaned. 

‘he attitude of the Catholic Church in the Middle Ages was 
retlccted in the legislation of Popes and Councils. The Church in 
those far off times took it upon itself to regulate every department 
of ife. The Jews, it is true, stood outside the bounds of the 
Chorch, but.since they came into contact with Christians, it was 
becessary to regulate their position. Their lives, their property 
and (leir religion were accordingly protected. On the other hand 
the Jews were expected to avoid even indirect influence on the 
belc’s of a Christian. 

cclesiastical legislation thus had two ends in view: protection 
Jews against-attacks, and protection of Christianity against 
Jew sh influences. To achieve the first purpose many l’opes issued 
Dull, calling on the faithful not to convert Jews against their will, 
not ‘o rob them of their goods aud chattels, and not to disturb their 
relicious services on their Festivals. These general rules are of 
intrest a8 expressing the will of the Head of the Catholic Church. 
But in practice they were not always observed. Still, they were of 
value as documents which could not but be respected In 
Ecc\csiastieal Courts. A large number of other laws were adopted 
Church Councils in different centres. Thus, Christians were 
alvised not to eat with Jews. Those who complain that some Jews 
do not eat with Christians shou'd bear this enactment in mind, 50, 
too, with the prohibition of marriag» between Jews and Christians. 
Jews were not allowed to keep Christian nurses, servants: or 
labourers, They were obliged to pay tithes, but they were ineligible 
for any publie office. Christians were forbidden to go lo Jewish 
bhysicians, obtain medicine from Jews, and eat Jewish unleavened 
bread. Im the week of Good Friday, Jews were strictly enjoined 
Lot to appear in the streets and were ordered to keep their doors 
and Windows shut fast. On Sundays and Holy Days, Jews might 
hot work or trade; at all times Jews of both sexes had to wear & 


alt ic, 
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distinguishing mark on their clothing—an enactment which ha; 
ee tibed by Christian historians as a blot on ecclesiastical 
*gislation, 

this does not exhaust the list of prohibitions of all kinds. Jews 
— not live where they liked; this law was passed as early as 
: at the Ce uncil of Breslau, and was often repeated during the 
‘VhOWIDE centuries. Christians were not allowed to lodge with 
Tews, nor to be present at Jewish weddings or funerals. Jews 
ree aah not be plaintiffs against Christian defendants, nor were they 
allowed to act as witnesses against Christians. Jews could not build 
‘Hagogues but they were allowed to repair existing ones. It 
was held that ifa Synagogue were forcibly taken from Jews and 
converted into a Church, no restoration could take place since a 
building once consecrated as a Church must remain a Church. But 
in such a case sufticient compensation was to be paid to the Jews. 
Jews were forbidden to act as intermediaries in order to bring about 
a marriage between Christians, nor were they a!lowed to obtain 
university degrees. 

Not all these enactments of the Church Councils were always 
observed, but their adoption indicates an attitude of mind which 
is found among many of the Fathers of the Church. Again and 
again these Christian teachers composed “ Treatises (or Sermons 
or Testimonies) against the Jews.” Their psychology is difficult to 
fathom. Was it that they suffered from an inferiority complex and 
Were afraid of the Jews? Was it that subconsciously they felt that 
the religion professed by the Jews was superior to their dwn? Was 
16 that they were jealous of the Jews and so attempted to afflict 
them by disagreeable laws? Whatever it was, certain it is that 
these teachers of the Church were not actuated by the highest 
ideals of religion. 

Intolerance in any form is one of the deadly sins and is far 
removed from religion. If Agur ware alive to-day, it is fairly 
certain that he would have added Religious Intolerance to the 
things that were too wonderfal for him to comprehend.

re yet ™ “And Joseph said unto his brethren, “I am Joseph. Doth my 
father yet live ?'"—Genesis aivr., 2. 
There are many pathetic periods in the stirring drama of 
Joseph's life. But there is a particular thread of tenderness that 
| runs through his whole history. That is coucerned with the 
relationship between Jacob and his son Joseph. No ordinary 
parental affection was it, that was showered upon this favourite 
son of Jacob. The son of his beloved Rachel evoked in him a 
passion oi devot«d love. Itisof course at first a danger to the young 
lad which exposes him to the envy of his brethren, and leads to the 
trials and difficulties of Joseph's early life. There must though 
have been something in the young man's character, that protected 
him from that demoralisation which too often follows the foolish 
favouritism of a parent, and of which Jacob himself had so bitter a 
recollection. The Midrash indeed suggests that even asa lad Joseph 
had learned from his father the traditions he had himself been 
taught in the school of Shem and Eber, and had proved him:elfa 
S°5m 33. a wise and understanding student. Nor was he entirely 
“spoiled” in his upbringing. Jacob rebukes him for laying too 
much stress on his visions of future greatness, that were wanting in 
respect to those older than himself. “Shall I and thy mother and 
thy brethen indeed come to bow down curselves tothe earth’ (Gen. 
xxxvii. 10.) Jacob stores up these dreams in his own heart, but he 
' ‘ knew that it would be a poor beginning of a great career if his sons 
heart should become “ lifted up above his brethren.’ Jacob's life 
had been so often cheered by visions of the night, that he could 
hardly dismiss as idle such repeated promises of. greatness for his 
; favourite son. But all these dreams are dashed in picces when the 
coat of many colours Joseph had so proudly worn is exhibited to the 
grief-stricken father stained with blood. Jacob had thought to 
dwell in peace at last in the land to which he had returned after 60 
long and laborious an exile. He had pictured himself passing the 
remnant of his years cheered by the loving service of this son of 
his old age. No thought of Joseph's dreams of future grandeur 
could now avail to lighten his mourning in the presence of 
that cunningly devised evidence that Joseph, the object of 
so much care and love, had been torn to death by cruel 
; beasts. In vain his children rise upto comfort him. How, indeed, 
) can these evil doers bring comfort to the secoml and most sad 
victim of their wickedness, seeing that they have hidden their own 
shame by the lie, that destroys the only hope that Joseph may be 
still ative? Jacob's grief is overwhelming. “I will go down to my 
s0n, mourning, to the grave.’’ 
A different sorrow, but one no less lasting, must have been that 
of Joseph himself. Here is a young lad, suddenly deprived of the 


love and counsel, the protection and comfort of his father’s home 
and of his deep love, condemned to exile and to slavery. And 
yet the memories of that love must have served Joseph we!l to 
enable him to endure his trials and afilictions. And it must 
have been due to the wise teachings that Jacob had implanted 
in the young heart of his son that he found grace with his masters, 
and served them faithfully, whether they were high officers of state 
or were keepers of a prison house. So in the moment of tempta- 
tion, a  e Midrash tells us, God appeared to him in the image of 
his father, Jacob, and thus strengthened, he refused to “do this 
thing and sin against God.” It is the God, of whom his father 
taught him that shall give Poaraoh an answer of peace. It is of the 
old father in Canaan of whom he thinks when his brethren appear 
before him. “Is your father well of whom ye spake, is he yet 
alive?” And when the time haz come to make himself known to his 
brethren, the same thought is uppermost in his mind. “I am 
Joseph. Doth my father still live?" No thought of self- 
aggrandisement remains within his mind. The Egyptian palace 
fades from his sight; even as the Egyptian courtiers have left him 
alone with his brethren. He sees but one picture, that of the lonely 
old father waiting for the return of the children wo have been 
spared to him, dreaming perchance of the lad of whom he had been 
so tragically bereft. He isthe Governor of Egypt, entrusted wit. its 
treasures, distinguished by its highest honours. He is arrayed inrobes 
of state. Ile wears on his hand the royal signet; round his neck there 
han:s the golden chain of office, placed there by Pharaoh himself. 
But at this moment he is only Joseph—a Hebrew, son of an old 
pilgrim in Canaan. It is in this reference to the common object of 
his and their affection that he finds the means to allay the fear and 
anxiety of his brethren “troubled at his presence,” and shamed for 
their misdeeds. ‘Haste ye,” he says, “and go up to my father, sav 
unto him: thus saith thy son, Joseph: Come down unto me, tarry 
not.” As for Jacob, the news his sons bear him is overwhelming. 
How can he believe that his perfidious children are now telling him 
the truth? But the old love and the old faith prevail. “It is 
enough, my son Josephisalive. I will go and see him before I die,”

The Dangers of Extremism. 
VISCOUNT ERLEIGH AT LEEDS. 
[From our Correspondent. | 

Viscount Erleigh visited Leeds on Sunday last, and gave two 
addresses on the problem of Palestine at the present day. His first 
address was delivered in the afternoon at a well-attended Reception 
given in his honour by Sir Montague and Lady Burton at the Queen's 
Hotel. 

Lord ERLEIGH said that prior to his visit to Palestine the cause 
of Palestine had not made any exceptional appeal to him, but the 
variegated activities of the Jews in that land, the tremendous self- 
sacrifics of the Jewish inhabitants, as well as the romance of the 
land itself, were factors which appealed to his imagination ceeply, 
and he hoped that all Jews would rally to the furtherance of the 
great cause. Lord Erleigh referred to a letter which Mr. Baldwin 
had sent to the great bauquet which was given the other,day in 
London in honour of Dr. Weizmann. In this letter, said Lord 
Erleigh, Mr. Baldwin had used the phrase “romantic realism." This 
phrase summed up the situation admirably, for Palestine was 
undoubtedly & land of romance, but on the other band, it was also a 
country in which realism had a very great share, and he trusted that 
Leeds Jewry would not be behind-hand in helping to make Palestine a 
true home of refuge, as well as an accedited centre of enlightenment 
not only to Jews but to the whole world. 

As a result of Lord Erleigh’s appeal, a sum of approximately 
£750 was promised. 

Following the Reception, a Mass Meeting was held at the 
Rialto Picture ilouse, and was attended by a gathering of over 
1,500.

Society for Jewish Jurisprudence. 

SEMBLANCES OF HEBREW AND ENGLIstIl LAW. 

Mr. Herman Cohen, M.A., Vice-President of the Society for 
Jewish Jurisprudence (English Branch), read a Paper on Some 
Notes on Resemblances of Hebrew and English Law,” af a meeting 
of the Society, which was held on Monday evening in Lecture Koom 
A, Kiny s Bench Walk, Inner Temple. Mr. R. L. Vaughan-Williams, 
K.C., presided. 

In the course of his Paper Mr. Cohen said that Hebrew Law did 
not make the distinction between Civil and Criminal Law, which, 
aftcr all, was quite artificial, and between which in English Law the 
line was not always clearly drawn. Certainly there was no trace of two 
corresponding kinds of tribunal—to them, frequently, the only 
Visible sign of a difference. Much of the Hebrew Civil Law, some 
of the Decalogue, for instance, was elementary public morality— of 
course evolved slowly from generations of custom, embodying the 
custom, the ideal custom of the time in which it was promulgated, 

ut Without any express penal sanction. For instance, they might 
be surs that in the society which was exhorted to honour parents 
and not to covet other people's goods, as in their own, the 
Notorious offender against these principles, was made to feel the 
approval of his “ set,” without any forma! prosecution. For the 
Purposes of comparison, then, attaching no importance to the 
distinction batween civil and criminal, he found that the topics 
Common to Hebrew and English Law were the following: Arson, 
Assault, Bailees, Blasphemy, Breach of Promise of Marriage, 
Urglary, Dangerous Animals, Debt, Kidnapping, Maintenance,

CLAIMS TO INDEPENDENT PALESTINE. 


AN OPPOSITION CONFERENCE. 

opposition to the Grand Mufti and the Congress convened 
by him grew so strong during last week that a separate Conference 
as Organisedin Jerusalem. Attendance was confined to Pales‘inian 
Moslem leaders only. The Mayor of Jerusalem, Mr. Nashashibi, 
presided; and among those present were two of the five members of 
the Supreme Moslem Council. The new Conference declared its 
oOpposit-on to the Grand Mufti’s Congress, which it condemned for 
its decision not to deal with matters which might offend the 
lmporialist Governments. The Opposition Con‘erence declared 
i:self free to discuss all matters. It further proclaimed its opposi- 
tion to Zionism and its determination not to enter into any relations 
with the Zionists. It resolved to seek to obtain a free Palestine 
Within a Confederation of Arab States, and decided to style itself 
the “National Congress,” proclaiming war against the Grand 
Mufti and the Supreme Moslem Council and demanding free and 
independent Moslem Institutions in the country. 

A Committee elected by the Opposition Conference decided to 
submit to the High Commissioner a Memorandum on its aims. The 


Committee consists of ten Arab notables and: is headed by Mr. 
Nashashibi.

Heated Discussion on Zionism. 

Meanwhile. at the main Congress, heated discussion centred on 
Zionism and Great Britain as Mandatory, and especially on the 
Wailing Wall question. A sub-Committee Repoit denied the 
authority of the League of Nations Commission to adjudicate in th. 
Wailing Wall dispute, and declared that Jewish aims also extended 
to the Mosque Al Aksa. Resolutions were passed in favour of a 
protest to the League of Nations, of a boycott by Moslem countries 
of Jewish products manufactured in Palestine, and the rejection of 
the Wailing Wall Commission's decisions. 

Among the positive results of the Conference is the appoint- 
ment of a Committee to prepare plans for the formation of a Moslem 
University in Jerusalem. It was also decided to form a Moslem 
Missionary Society; to couvene the All-Moslem Congress as a 
regular institution every two or three years; to endeavour to raise 
5,000,000 dollars for the establishment of an Agricu:tural Bank to 
help Arab peasants in Palestine; and to establish Young Men's 
Moslem Associations. The Congress proclaimed that the Hedjaz 
railway was the property of Islam and decided to make representa. 
tions to the British and French Governments, demanding that they 
should recognise this. In the event of the refusal of these Govern- 
ments to accept the decision, it was decided to lodge an appeal to 
the League of Nations. Failing satisfaction from the League it was 
decided to proclaim a boycott of all goods coming from countries 
dominated by Imperialist Governments. 

Shawkat Ali's Differences with the Multi. 

It is stated that the antagonism between the Mufti and Mr, 
Shawkat Ali has been developisg rapidly and that Mr. Sbawkat Ali 
was so disgusted with the tactics of the Grand Mufti, that atone time 
he even threatened to remové from the Mosque of Omar the remains 
of his famous brother, Mobamed Ali, which were buried in 
Jerusalem this year as a special demonstration of the sanctity of 
Palestine to all Moslems. Mr. Shawkat Ali was of the opinion that 
in the interests of the Moslem cause, the Grand Mufti ought to 
have accepted the terms of peace with the Opposition leaders. 
Another basis for hostility was the Grand Mufti’s issuc to the dele. 
gates of photographs of Chalutziom at work in quarr:es and on the 
roads with inscriptions declaring the CHalutzim to be engaged in 
military training. Mr. Shawkat Ali and the leading Tunisian delegate, 
Mr Altalabi, declared that the falsification of the inscription on the 
photographs was shamefal. The partisans of the Grad Mufti tried to 
deny responsibility, but several journalists testified that they received 
the photog ‘aphsat the Congress from adherests of the Grand Mufli.

The Census Returns. 
A JEWISH POPULATION OF 180,909. 

It is semi-ofticially announced that, according to the recent 
census. there are now in Pales!ine 175,006 Jews, 759,952 Moslems, 
90.607 Christians, and 9,589 members of various other sects, 
including about 600 Jews who declared themselves as atheists, and 
8.000 Druses. It is pointed out, however, that the Jewish popula. 
tion of the country is in reality over 180,000, as at Teast 5,000 Jews 
failed to register themse ves asare ult of the Rev ssionist-Zionist 
anti-census propaganda. The total population of Palestine amounts 
to 1,055,154. 


Curtailment in Immigration Certificates. 
JEWISH AGENCY ACCEPTS SMALLER NUMBER. 

Although the Jewish Labour Organisation in Palestine was in 
favour of rejecting the 350 immigration certificates granted by the 
Government to the Jewish Agency. instead of the 1,720 certificates 
for which it asked, the Executive of the Agency has decided to 
accept the smaller number, after consultation with the London 
Executive of the Agency. At the same time, however, a protest has 
been lodged with the Government against the curtailment in tho 
number of certiticates. 

Of the 350 certificates, 150 have been allotted to men and 200 to 
women, but only 195 certificates were placed at the disposal of the 
Jewish Agency, and the rest remain in the hands of the Government 
lmmigration Department to be allotted according to its discretion. 
The Executive of the Jewish Agency has decided to grant 75 certifi- 


cates te 45 Jews and 30 Jewesses from Russia, and the remaining. 


120 certificates at its disposal to relatives of residents in Palestine.

THE DEVELOPMENT SCHEME. 

Mr. JANNER (Libera', Whitechapel) in a question addressed to 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies askel whether any declara- 
tion would be made in respect of the Deve'opment Scheme for 
Pulestine before the House rose; and, if not, whether the Govern- 
ment would be committed to any scheme before the House met 
again. 

Sir RoperT HAmInTon (Under-Secretary) answered: The reply 
to the first part ‘of the question is in the negative. As regards the 
second part, as was stated tn this House on the 20th July by the late 
Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies, before approval is given 
for the guarantee of the loan which would be floated in connection 
with the Development Scheme the whole matter would be brought 
before Parliament for consideration.

Judaism”; how he is to be taken as having 
enunciated any of the principles that after- 
wards became embodied in ourreligion. The 
question is a good one, and I will do my 
best to answer it. 

THE SOURCES. 

I should like to make it clear in the first 
place—by way of clearing the ground—that 
what we knowof Abraham is derived not merely 
from the actual text of Scripture but also to 
some extent from Jewish tradition (embodied 
in what we call the Midrash) which may be 
regarded as almost as reliable in the main as 
the information contained in the Book of 
Genesis. Secondly,.it must be borne in mind 
that the development of Judaism was a gradual 
process, and that in studying a mighty tree 
we must look to the seed and the roots from 
which it sprang. Before you can have a code 
of law or doctrine the people must be pre- 
pared to accept it. It would be no use, for 
instance, for a missionary to visit a tribe of 
murderous cannibals and say “Thou shalt 
not kill” with any hope of his words finding 
immediate acceptance. He would have to 
lead up to the idea that killing is wrong by a 
long process of teaching. The giving of the 
Law on Mount Sinai was possible in the case of 
the Israelites, because they had been prepared 
for the doctrines there unfolded. There is, 
indeed, a legend that the Torah was offered 
to other nations first, but the slayers would 
have nothing to do with a code that forbade 
killing, and the robbers would not hear of a 
set of commandments that included the 
prohibition of stealing, and so on. Only 
Israel, already prepared for such a code, 
accepted it, and said “We will obey.” That 
preparation goes back to the time of Abraham, 


THE HAMMER. 

The very first of the Commandments which 
enjoin belief in the One God and the pro- 
hibition of idol worship had been obeyed by 
Abraham. Why did he leave Ur of the 
Chaldees? We know from recent investiga- 
tions that it was a great city, with well-built 
comfortable houses, where the arts were 
cultivated—a city that no-one would be 
tempted to leave for the unknown wilds. 
Why did Abraham go? Jewish tradition 
supplies the answer. He went at what he felt 
was a Divine behest, because he was sur- 
rounded by the crudest idolatry. Even his 
own father kept idols, and there is a story 
telling how Abraham took a hammer and 
smashed the lot. Another tells how he boldly 
faced the king and showed him how powerless 
were all the gods he worshipped. He went 
forth and started a new life, teaching as he 
journeyed of the God of heaven and earth. 

HUMAN SACRIFICE. 

Combined with the idol worship there were 
many barbarous practices which Abraham 
denounced, Among these was human sacri- 
fice, the killing of children to please the gods. 
May we not see in the story of “the binding 
of Isaac” Abraham's protest against this 
horrid custom? God asks obedience, the 
story teaches, even the most extreme sacrifice, 
but not the shedding of human blood, 


—_— 


KINDNESS TO THE STRANGER. 

Another Jewish teaching goes back to the 
Patriarch. It is that of kindness to the 
stranger. Over and over again the Bible 
insists that the stranger, the alien, is to be 
considerately treated. Abraham, according to 
legend, was always at great pains to show 
hospitality to passing wayfarers. Hedid not 
even wait for them to approach him. He 
kept his tent open on all sides that he might 
espy anyone to whom shelter and refreshment 
might be a boon, and he would bring them in. 
Sometimes he entertained angels unawares. 
“He satin the tent door in the heat of day, 
and he lifted up his eyes and looked, and lo, 
three men stood before him, and when he 
saw them he ran to meet them from the tent 
door, and bowed to the ground and said, * My 
lord, if now I have found favour in thy sight, 
pass not away, I pray thee, from thy servant. 
Let a little water, I pray you, be fetched, and 
wash your feet, and rest yourselves under the 
tree, and I ‘will fetch a morsel of bread, and 
comfort ye your hearts; after that ye shall 
pass on.’” With what dignity and gentle- 
ness he offered his hospitality! 

COMMERCIAL MORALITY. 

To Abraham we owe the beginnings of that 
high code of honourable conduct in both 
personal relations and commercial dealings 
on which the Torah is so insistent. There 
are several examples in the Bible story, such 
as hisdealings with Lot, of how he would not 
take advantage of his seniority but generously 
gave his younger relative first choice of the 
available pasturage. Then there was his 
refusal to take for hifiself any of the booty 
after his expedition against the invading 
kings that had taken Lot prisoner. Yet, 
again, there was his imsistence on paying the 
market price of the plot of ground containing 
the Cave of Machpelah. If youread the Bible 
account of these incidents carefully, you will 
see many beautiful little touches illustrating 
the nobility of Abralam’s character, in which 
you will perceive also the germs of the teach- 
ings later embodied in the code of the Torah. 
These were impressed on his descendants and 
rendered them ready to receive the Command. 
ments at Sinai. Abraham is rightly regarded 
as the father of Judaism.
